F. No. 17-13/87-Sch.4.—^In 1982, a programme for review 
of school textbooks from the point of view of promoting 
communal harmony, secularism and national integration was 
taken up by the then Ministry of Education & Culture through 
the National Council of Educational Research and Training 
(NCERT). To oversee this programme a high level Steering 
Committee at National level was constituted vide R^esolution 
No. F-ll-18/81-Sch.4 dated 14-1-1982. The programme, 
implemented by the State Governments on the basis of 
NCERT guidelines, completed its initial phase of review of 
textbooks in history and language by 1985. 

2. After publication of two National Curricular Frame¬ 
work, one for the Elementary and Secondary education and 
the other for Higher Secondary Education in Schools by 
the NCERT, New textbooks have been brought out by the 
NCERT and the textbooks agencies in the States on the basis 
of guidelines contained therein. Many new textbooks brought 
out by private publishers, all over the country have also come 
in the market and are being used in schools run by private 
bodies. As such, the need for another review programme 
on the 1982 pattern for evaluation of the new textbooks, has 
arisen. 

3. The Government of India have decided to set up a high 
level Steering Committee at the national level to review the 
textbooks from the stand-point of National Integration. 

4. The terms of reference of the Committee would be 
as under ;— 

(i) To consider the reports of evaluation of school text¬ 
books done by the NCERT and the State Agen¬ 
cies. 

(ii) To undertake sample evaluation of school text¬ 
books brou^t out by the NCERT, the State Agen¬ 
cies and private publishers. 

(iii) To make recommendations to the Ministry of 
Human Resource Development (Department of 
Education) for improving the contents of school 
textbooks in the light of the findings emanating 
from the exercises mentioned in sub-paras (i) and 
(ii) of para 4 above. 

(iv) To review progress of this programme of evalua¬ 
tion.
